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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 1 0/1 5/07. Claims 1 , 4, 
6, and 16 have been amended. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The two independent claims are rather specific regarding the form and design of 
the RF antenna or coil in the region of the conductive layer. Having the relief structure 
oriented on average more longitudinally relative to the direction of flow of the electric 
current than transversely with respect to the direction of flow, and having a profile depth 
in the range of 50 nm to 10 (xm and a spatial frequency in the range of 100 to 2000 lines 
per mm in both in the surface of both towards and remote from the first conducting layer 
is considered novel and unobvious when compared to the prior art.
